NEW YORK <AP> __ The daughter of slain Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat on Thursday called Saddam Hussein ’’the gv^eat Satan’’ and 
said world leaders must find a peaceful solution to the Persian 
Gulf crisis. 

Camelia Sadat, who teaches in the Boston area and is earning a 
doctorate, was here to address The Women’s National Republican Club 
on peace initiatives in the gulf. 

’’I have lived wars,’’ said Ms. Sadat, recalling Middle East 
conflicts. ’’I was the wife of an officer. I was the daughter of an 
officer. My cousins were officers. My brother-in-law was an 
officer. The Sadat family was an army by itself.’’ 

The destruction and suffering of war and the lives of 240,000 
troops in the gulf are reason enough to pursue peace there, she 

said in an interviw before her speech. 

’’The deployment of military was mainly to deter wars and to 
help bring peace. So let’s keep it this way. Let’s keep the idea 

that we started with. Let’s not bar the peaceful solution,’’ she 



said.

CAIRO? Egypt <AP) — Five Moslem zealots convicted of 
assassinating President Anwar Sadat were executed at dawn Thursday. 

Defense attorneys said the two military men were executed by 
firing squads and the civilians hanged. 

Lawyers for the five said the families had not been advised 
beforehand of the executions? although they had been allowed to 
meet with the men on Wednesday. The attorneys said the executions 
were carried out despite an appeal still pending and complained 
that the families were not able to see the bodies before they were 
buried in unmarked graves. 


The government-contro11ed news media? apparently sensitive to 
public reaction? made a brief mention of the executions eight hours 

after they occurred. There was no mention in the evening newspaper. 

Sadat was assassinated Oct. 6 when a group of uniformed men 

broke from a military parade and opened fire on the presidential 

Seven other Egyptians and foreign dignitaries were 
killed.

A Defense Ministry statement said the convicted men would be 
officially informed of Mubarak's decision on Sunday* and would have 
15 days after that to appeal to Mubarak for mercy. 


The sentences had been handed down March 6 by Egypt's Supreme 
Military Court* but were subject to Mubarak's approval. 



Sadat* who had ruled Egypt for 11 years* was killed in a hail of 
bullets during a military parade when four uniformed men rushed the 
grandstand. Seven local and foreign dignitaries were killed and 27 
others injured in the assault. 

The military court convicted five defendants of premeditated 
murder and the other 17 of involvement in the plot. Two defendants 
were acquitted. 

Sadat was the first head of state in contemporary Egypt to be 
assassinated. It was the second murder of a public figure in five 
years by se1f-proc1 aimed Moslem fundamentalists who advocate the 
establishment of an Islamic state in Egypt. 



The military penal code calls for the execution by firing squad 
for the two military officers among the condemned. The three others 
condemned to death are to be hanged. 


The Defense Ministry statement said the 17 prison terms ranged 
from five years to life in prison. 

The convicted men's lawyers can appeal after reviewing the files 
compiled by the three-Judse tribunal detailing the reasons for the 
sentences* the statement said. It added that the Judges had 
"restricted themselves* in their decisions* to the assault and the 
subsequent crimes."

The announcement of the sentences March 6 did not provoke any 
public protest* but militants have said they were too harsh. 

Christians* concerned at what they see as a revival of fanaticism* 
say they are too lenient. 

The two defendants acquitted in the Sadat assassination are 
still being held in connection with what the government believes 
are plots to overthrow Egypt's secular regime and establish a 
religious one* according to press reports. 

Four years ago* five Moslem extremists were hanged at dawn for 
the kidnap-murder of a former Sadat religious affairs Cabinet 
minister who spoke out against radical views held by Moslem 
fundamentalists. 

Islamic fundamentalism is growing in Egypt* mainly on university 
campuses. Militants vehemently oppose what they perceive as 
Western-style permissiveness seeping into Egypt's traditional 
society. They also rail against the gap between rich and poor they 
say came with the economic liberalization policies introduced by 

Sadat. 

The Moslem brotherhood was founded here in the late 1920s.

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Five Sentenced To Death For Sadat's

CAIRO, Egypt (AP) — The four Moslem fanatics who assassinated 
President Anuiar Sadat and a fifth man convicted of supplying the 
guns were sentenced to death Saturday after a three-month trial. 

A three-Judse panel of the Supreme Military Court gave seventeen 
other men sentences ranging from five years to life and acquitted 
two — a blind Moslem preacher and a teacher. 



As they had throughout the trial, the defendants called out and 
shouted slogans from behind the steel bars of a 40-foot-long 
restraining cage in the courtroom. 

'"Please tell your people that we are not the killers," Aly 
el-Salamouny, a 33-year-old teacher who was acquitted, shouted in 
English to about 100 foreign reporters before the verdicts were 
announced. 

"Sadat killed himself by his behavior here in Egypt, " 
el-Salamouny said. "Sadat made of himself the last pharoah in our 
country.''

The shouting ended when power was cut in the two-story 
courthouse inside Gebel al-Ahmar military camp on the northeastern 
outskirts of Cairo. 

Reporters were cleared out of the courtroom and waited next door 
for nearly two hours before the sentences were read in the lobby of 
the building. 

Neither the defendants nor their lawyers were present for the 
sentencing. A guard said he could not bring the defendants because 
they would disrupt the session. 

The tribunal has 30 days in which to spell out reasons for the 
verdicts, which then go for ratification to President Hosni 
Mubarak, Sadat's vice president and successor. If he lets the 
sentences stand, the defendants will have 15 days to appeal to 

Mubarak's mercy. 


El-Is 1ambouly would face a firing squad. The others condemned to 
death are civilians and will hang if the sentences are upheld. 

In addition to the three men who joined in the attack — Abdel 
Hamid Abdel Aal, Atta Tavel and Hussein Abbas Mohammed — the death 
penalty was imposed on Abdel Salam Farrag Atteya, author of a 
fundamentalist Islamic book called "The Missing Pillar," He was 
accused of supplying the weapons used in the attack. 

Prosecutors accused the other defendants of complicity, charged 
them with premeditated murder and asked for the death penalty for

All but two of the 27 trial sessions were closed to the public. 
The sentencing came five months, almost to the minute, after 
Sadat's assassination.

Defense Attorneys For Accused Sadat Assassins Pull Out

CAIRO, Egypt <AP) — All the lawyers for the 24 Moslem 
fundamentalists accused of killing President Anwar Sadat resigned 
Tuesday, protesting the court's refusal to admit defense witnesses. 

The trial, under war in closed session since late November, was 
immediately suspended until Jan. 5, according to lawyer Abdel 
Haleem Ramadan. But he said the defendants would refuse to acceFt 
any new court-appointed attorneys. 

Ramadan, flanked by 20 colleagues, told a news conference the 
entire defense team of more than 35 lawyers was withdrawing at the 
s N insistence" of those charged.

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Report Terrorists Plotted To Kill Everyone At Sadat Funeral 

CAIROi Egypt (AP) — President Hosni Mubarak says terrorists had 
plotted to kill leaders attending Anuiar Sadat's funeral* according 
to a magazine interview published Saturday. 

Mubarak also said he plans to visit the United States and Israel 
in February and offered to go to any Arab country to discuss 
Mideast peace* according to the article in the weekly magazine 
October. 



Sadat was assassinated Oct. 6 by Moslem extremists, 24 of whom 
are on trial for their lives. Mubarak* who succeeded Sadat* 
reportedly told October: 

“•'•We have one enemy before us now — terrorism. If they had had 
their war they would have slaughtered all those of us attending... 
Terrorist groups had also planned to assassinate persons attending 
Sadat's funeral." 

He did not elaborate. 

Among those at the funeral Oct. 10 were former Presidents 
Richard Nixon* Gerald Ford and Jimmy Carter. The funeral route was 
shortened for security reasons* and the semi-official newspaper A1 
Ahram guoted security officials Nov. 2 as saying they uncovered a 
plot to kill Egyptian leaders at the funeral. 

Reporters covering the funeral spent a few uneasy moments when 
foreign dignitaries were rushed by limousines from the grandstand 
only moments after arriving to express condolences to Mrs. Sadat. 

The haste with which they departed the funeral area was never 
explained by the clearly nervous security officials present. The 
foreigners departed before the burial. 

Mubarak formally took the reins of government Oct. 14* and 
according to the interview with October said he plans to hold talks 
in the United States sometime in February after which he will visit 
Israel. He did not specify dates.

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Mubarak Calls for Reconciliation o

CAIRO* Egypt (AP) — President Hosni Mubarak* marking the end of 
the traditional 40 days of mourning for slain predecessor Anwar 
Sadat* today called for national reconciliation* economic strength 
and re-dedication to peace. 

"The world is watching us closely* fearing that the causes for 
which Sadat lived may be threatened by his death," Mubarak said in 
a nationally televised eulogy. 

"We must honor the memory of Sadat better by translating his 
dreams and hopes into action*" Mubarak said. "This is our 
challenge. We must not fail." 

Mubarak reaffirmed Egypt's pledge to honor the Camp David 
Accords and peace treaty with Israel which Sadat forged. But 
Mubarak did not dwell on the Oct. 6 assassination of Sadat at a 
Cairo military parade* except to mention the ''criminal hands who 
snatched the hero from us." 

His speech came two days after the military prosecutor demanded 
the execution of 24 people indicted in the assassination* which the 
government blames on Moslem extremists. 

"Egypt is for all* Christians, Moslems, the rich and the 
poor* " Mubarak said* urging citizens to "live up to the challenge 
of building a better Egypt blooming in peace* welfare and democracy 
Just as Sadat wanted it to be." 

Mubarak's speech also coincided with the start of U.S.-Egyptian 
war games in the desert west of here. The maneuvers* dubbed 
Operation Bright Star, are designed to test U.S. ability to defend 
the Middle East. 

"Here today we reaffirm our pledge to continue the path of 
peace* national unity and reconciliation will always remain the 
basis of our progress and welfare," Mubarak said. 

The 40-day mourning period is a tradition that goes back to the 
days of the Pharaohs, Egypt's ancient rulers. Hieroglyphic 
inscriptions on tombs explain it took that long to embalm bodies. 

In keeping with tradition* Mubarak* senior members of the army 
and government, along with visiting Sudanese President Gaafar 
Nimeiri, visited Sadat's pyramidical tomb* laid wreaths and said a 
prayer. Later, Mubarak visited Sadat's widow Jihan and her four 
chi1dren. 

"The world has said many honorable things about Sadat*" 

Mubarak said. "He was a statesman who left his impact on history.

The Defense Ministry reported that the three gunmen who were 
wounded and captured are members of Takfir tfal Fegira, or Atonement 
and Plight from Sir, a 30-year-old offshoot of the outlawed Moslem

regard as heretics. 

The ministry said the leader of the plot, 1st It. Khaled Ahmed 
ifhawki el-Islambouly, was among those captured. The ministry said 
his brother was arrested last month in the roundup of Sadat's 
opponents, and security officials said the brother was one of the 

leaders of the sect. 

The group follows in the ancient tradition of the Eashashin sect 

which in the 11th century preached murder to eliminate political 

foes. The word hashashin, meaning users of hashish, later was 
corrupted to assassin. 

Takfir Wal Hegira was founded by Sayyed Kotob, an Islamic 

scholar who was hanged in 1966 for plotting to assassinate 
President Garnal Abdel Nasser. Some 200 of the sect's members were 

rounded up and jailed in the Toureh Detention Camp 15 miles south 
pf Cairo, where this correspondent shared a cell block with them 
for a year and a half. 

Kotob's successor, Shukri Ahmed Mustafa, boasted that the sect 

had 4,000 members all over Egypt who were rebuilding it with funds 
from fanatic Moslems in Egypt and the Arab oil countries. He told 

me they were determined to 'dismantle all Islamic regimes and then 
reassemble them as part of an all-Islamic caliphate under a Koranic 

constitution. 
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Mustafa said their ideology was based on "sacred hatred" of 
modern Islamic societies. 

Spilling the blood of heretics is the sacred duty of all 
Moslems," Mustafa once told me. "But we are prepared to give the 
ignorant a chance to dismartle their Islamic belief and restructure 
and verify them before accepting them as true Moslems." 

He denounced all modern Moslem leaders as heretics and declared 

that all Moslems who failed to regard them as such automatically 
became heretics themselves. 

The imprisoned members of the sect grew beards and dressed in 

knee-length shirts and sandals. They carried the Koran and prayer 
beads at all times and continuously preached the cleansing of 
Islamic societies, by force if necessary, to the other inmates. 

Mustafa said members of the sect were forbidden to serve in 

Egypt's "national, heretical armed forces" but were encouraged to 

engage in secret military training on their own. Prayer in official 

mosques was regarded as sinful, and members were urged to marry 
only among themselves.

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^Libyan Radio Continues Attacks on Sada 

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Col. Moammar Khadafy's Libyan state radio 
reported the funeral of Egyptian President Anwar Sadat Saturday by 
saying: "Sadat was buried - finally." 

The government-owned radio, in an Arabic broadcast monitored in 
Beirut, concluded its reference to Sadat's burial by saying: "He 

lived like a Jew and died like a Jew. He was buried Saturday." 

Saturday is the Jewish sabbath. 

The erratic Libyan strongman, who was Sadat's most vehement and 
vociferous enemy, has used the occasion of Sadat's death to urge 
the Egyptian people to abandon Egypt's peace treaty with Israel and 
return to the socialist and pan-Arab policies of Sadat's 
predecessor, Gamal Abdel Nasser. 

Libyan Radio's commentary, which was read by an unidentified 
announcer, also spoke harshly of Israeli Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin and Sudanese President Gaafar Nimeiri, one of the few Arab 

leaders to stand by Sadat after the 1979 Egyptian—Israeli peace 
treaty. Both men attended Sadat's funeral. 

"The traitor Sadat was buried," the Libyan broadcast said. 
"Those who walked behind his dirty corpse were a bunch of 

imperialist traitors. Foremost among them was the terrorist Begin 
and the dirty Nimeiri." 



The broadcast continued: ' Egypt has carried out the death 
sentence by firing squad against the traitor Sadat.

Sadat, his closest collaborator, took over as Egypt's president 
and promptly reversed many of Nasser's policies. He expelled 
thousands of Soviet technicians and advisers and resolutely turned 
to the West for help. He braved the furious opposition of militant 
Arabs, particularly those who most admired Nasser, by signing a 
separate peace with Israel. 

Outraged by the Camp David peace agreement, most Arab states 
broke relations with Egypt and expelled it from the Arab league. 

The league headquarters was moved from Cairo to Tunis. 

Sadat expressed contempt for the boycott and predicted that the 

Arabs would ultimately have no choice but to resume relations with 

Egypt because "every second Arab is an Egyptian." 

He was not destined to see his prediction come true. All hut 
three of the 21 Arab League countries boycotted his funeral. 

The funeral, attended by three former American presidents 
Israeli Prime Minister Menachem Eegin and leaders of most Western 

countries, was surrounded by thousands of stee1-helmeted troops and 
police. Only digi.itaries were allowed to attend, as a security move. 

Egyptian authorities decreed strict security because of the 

assassination, officially blamed on an isolated group of Moslem 

fanatics. 

Hundreds of ordinary Egyptians who tried to brea*c through the 

•barriers to attend the funeral were repulsed by police wielding 
riot sticks and firing in the air. Sadat's funeral was not 

disturbed. 

Nasser's funeral, on Oct. 1, 1970, went awry in an explosion of 
mass hysteria such as few observers had ever witnessed. 

Cairo police estimated that seven million Egyptians - more than 

the city's entire population at the time - massed in the streets as 
troops escorted by Soviet-built tanks tried to guide the 
flag-araped caisson through downtown Cairo to the mosque in 
suburban Feliopolis where Nasser was huried. 

The foreign dignitaries who walked behind, including then Soviet 
Premier Alexei N. Kosygin, were swamped hy the screaming, weeping 
masses and soon turned back. 

No Israelis and no American presidents attended Nasser's funeral 
and no Soviets came to Sadat's funeral.

CAIRO, Egypt (AP) — Egypt "buried its fallen leader Anwar Sadat 
on Saturday to the homage of world leaders, the comforting words of 
the Moslem holy "book and the sorrowful fury of thousands of 
ordinary Egyptians kept from bidding a final farewell. 

At one point during the stately ceremony, gunfire clattered as 
police drove back a surging crowd trying to reach the burial site. 

The assassinated president was laid to rest at Egypt's tomb of 
the unknown soldier, on the desert outskirts of Cairo, beneath a 
black monolith memorializing him as a ''hero of war and peace. 

But his Arab enemies, who saw treachery in Sadat's separate 

;>eace with Israel, rejoiced. 

The traitor is buried forever!" proclaimed Syrian state radio. 

Three former U.S. presidents and dozens of other world statesmen 

paid final tribute to Sadat and then flew home, leaving behind an 

Egypt stunned by its loss, anxious over the future and seething 
with unrest among Moslem fundamentalists, the religious extremists 

blamed for Sadat's assassination. 

Security was so tight that the Egyptian public was barred from 

the funeral ceremony, which took place under the midday sun on the 
same military parade ground, in suburban Nasr, or Victory City 
where the president was fatally wounded in a blaze of gunfire last 
Tuesday. 

After four days of relative restraint, public mourning welled 
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Crowds rushed from boulevard to boulevard in search of a way 

around the police cordons and to the parade grounds.

While the dignitaries were paying respects to the widow, Jihan 
Sadat, one crowd apparently tried to crash through a police line 
onto the grounds, and the officers fired into the air to repel 
them.

Mheat, the dignitaries trooped in to a reception room in the 
reviewing stand and paid their condolences to the widow and Mubarak. 

From there the non-Egyptian, non-Moslem delegations entered 
their waiting limousines and rode off, except for the Israeli

In an apparent message to Libya and other radical Arab states as 
well as the Soviet Union, Haig declared at a news conference that 
the United States "would view with great concern 

by external powers to manipulate the tragic events of the last 24 
hours.'' 
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As he spoke, the Defense Department continued its order, issued 
shortly after Sadat's death, calling for increased readiness of 
some elements of the U.S. Rapid Deployment Force and American 
warships in the Mediterranean. 

Haig gave no public hint of concern expressed privately by U.S. 
officials about Mubarak's ability to command the same type of 

loyalty that Sadat enjoyed while pursuing his peace policies in 
defiance of virtually all other Arab nation. The secretary said he 
was "greatly heartened" by Mubarak's pledge to continue Sadat's 
policies.

President Anwar Sadat were flown here Thursday from Cairo aboard a 
U.S. Air lorce C-9 Medivac jet. 


None of the injured was allowed to speak with journalists here. 
Although the Egyptian government has not given an official count, 
five other people in addition to Sadat were reported killed during 
the assassination Tuesday and at least 28 wounded. ^ 

The plane landed at the U.S. Rhein-Main Air Base and the wounded g 
were taken by ambulances to the U.S. Air Force Hospital in 


Wiesbaden, about 30 miles west of here. 

"Their conditions vary, but they will be taken to the^hospital 
ard be examined and cared for as their injuries dictate," said 
U.S. Air Force Public Affairs spokesman Maj. John Kump. 

Ambassador Claude Rue lie, said to be the most seriously wounded 
of the group, was carried off on a stretcher by two nurses and four 

medics. One nurse held a bottle of intravenous fluid as she walked 
alongside Ruelle. 

Marine Maj. Jerald Agenbroad, 36, of Bruneau, Idaho, was the 

second to be carried off the plane. He was clad in blue striped 

pajamas and his right leg was bandaged. A nurse walking alongside 
his stretcher held an intravenous bottle as he was carried down the 

ramp of the plane. 

Air Force Cant. Christopher Ryan, 34, of Sacramento, Calif., was 
hit in the foot. The white cast covering his leg poked out from 
under the olive drab blanket as he was lifted onto the ambulance. 

Richard McCleskey, an executive with the Raytheon Corp., 
suffered fragment wounds in the back and propped himself up on one 

side as his stretcher was lowered to the airfield. 

A second civilian identified as Fred Golden, appeared to have 
been injured in the leg and walked from the plane on crutches. U.S. 
Air Force officials said they did not know Golden's profession or 

home town. 

A third U.S. military officer said to be wounded in the attack. 
Air Force Lt. Col. Charles D. Loney, was not aboard the evacuating 
plane and military officials said they had no idea why not.

CAIRO, Egypt (AP) - Westerners who witnessed the assassination 
of President Anwar ^adat say his security forces failed to react to 

protect the president. They also raised questions about the 

official account that only four attackers were involved. 

Military attaches and diplomats who attended the parade Tuesday 
told The Associated Press they were surprised, in some cases 
shocked, because Sadat's security forces failed to take action to 
safeguard Sadat. 

« |IJ Some diplomats questioned a goverrment version that the murder 
team was limited to four men, three of whom were said to he 
civilians who masqueraded as soldiers and sneaked onto an army 
truck for the parade. 

It has to raise questions," said a Western military attache 
who saw the attack.

One Western military attache said it was curious there was no 

sharpshooter atop and behind the president's position, as is 
usually the case, to defend against attack. 

News film taken from a tower at one side of the reviewing stand 
showed Sadat's attackers were able to charge right up to the eage 
of the chest-high barrier in front of him and repeatedly fire their 
automatic rifles at point-black range, without anyone apparently 
returning fire. 

There were a few frames that shoved security guards apparently 
running away or simply standing nearhy without drawing their 
weapons. But in a television film, one security guard could be seen 
firing his pistol at three fleeing attackers - without hitting them. 

At least three Western military attaches who saw the attack at 
close range said there was no effective return fire. There were 
some shots fired by guards who ir some cases were non-Egyp tians 
nrotecting their own diplomats, two attaches said. 

Diplomatic sources said the U.S, Embassy here has ordered all 
its staff who attended the parade to file reports on what they saw 

with an eye toward trying to evaluate the performance of Sadat's 
security, which had received American advice on hew to protect 
3adat. 
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It has also been learned that Western military attaches are 
trading observations and their consensus is that the Egyptian 
version of the killing contains big holes. 

The attaches say that in addition to at least three men 
photographed charging and shooting at Sadat, two or three others 
stayed aboard the truck and poured sustained fire at the president. 

In addition, the TV film showed the driver of ohe assassins' 
truck sitting in the cab. The other man in the front of the truck 
.•jumped out, hurled a grenade toward Sadat and quickly got back in 
the cab. This suggested eight men were involved. 

Col. Peter Rosser, the British military attache, said the day 
H Ufter the attack that he believed he saw seven or eight men 
involved. 

Vice President Eosni Mubarak, named as Sadat's successor, told 
reporters that Sadat was killed by four men - not six as has 

previously been reported - led by a Moslem fanatic. Defense 
Minister Abdel Halim Abu Gbazala said one of the assassins was an 

officer, and three were civilians including a retired officer who 
masqueraded as soldiers active

Three hours after the shooting, C^S News quoted unidentified 

sources in Cairo as saying Sadat had died of his wounds. That 

report was followed within minutes by similar reports from the 

other two major networks, ABC and NBC. 

All three networks cautioned viewers, however, that there was no 
official confirmation of Sadat's death. 

Sen. Larry Pressler, R-S.p., told The Associated Press that the 
White House had told him Sadat was dead. But Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee Chairman Charles H. Percy of Illinois said he 
had been told by the State Department that Sadat was in "stable 
condition." 

At 11:34 a.m., Senate Republican leader Howard H. Baker Jr. of 
Tennessee walked onto the Senate floor and informed his colleagues 
that Sadat was dead. He said he got his information from Vice 
President George Bush. 

Baker's Senate speech quickly added to the confusion. Some 
recalled that Baker's office erroneously reported the death of 
White House press secretary James S. Brady in the assassination 
attempt against Reagan. 

Bush's office would not immediately confirm that the vice 
president had told Baker that Sadat was dead, and the White House 

said the report might be inaccurate. 

Nearly an hour later. Bush recanted. 

His office issued., a statement saying, JL'At approximately 11:15 

this morning, tne Situation Room called Adm. Daniel Murphy, Vice 
President Push's chief of staff, with confirmation that President 

Anwar Sadat had died. 

Murphy relayed the information to Hush, who called the Situation 
Room himself and received "further confirmation" of the death 
the statement said. 

Bush told Baker, who almost immediately told the Senate. 
Approximately five minutes after the initial call from the 
Situation Room, another call was made to both Vice President Bush 
and Admiral Murphy informing them that President Sadat's death 
could not be confirmed," the statement said.

Gergen, who originally told reporters that Sadat was "not in a 

life-threatening situation," said the first indication the White 


House had that Sadat had died came from a CBS-TV report about 10:30 

a.m. EDT. 


The Reagan administration was getting its news via an open 
telephone line from the State Department to the American Embassy in 
Cairo, Gergen reported. 

"All of us were dealing in a great deal of uncertainty," 

Gergen said. "As the morning wore on we were getting more ominous 
reports. Clearly by one-two o'clock it had appeared he had died." 

>.ith the increasing reports of Sadat's death, Gergen said, "By 
early afternoon people were beginning to assume he might well have 
died." 

Gergen, asked at one point before noon if the United States were 
embarrassed that it couldn't confirm Sadat's death, said the United 
States "is not going to put out hard information" until Cairo 

made an official announcement. He said it would be inappropriate 
for the United States to make an announcement first. 

Even at that point, however, he acknowledged, "We do not have 
independent confirmation" of Sadat's death. However, Gergen 
pointedly noted the increasing number of reports. 

At about 11:15 a.m. someone at the embassy in Cairo - not 
identified by the White House — was talKing to the White House 
situation room and quoted Ambassador Alfred 5. Atherton as saying 

Sadat had died, Gergen said. 

The word was quickly passed to Vice President George Eush by his 
staff, and Bush, in turn, told Senate Republican Leader Howard 
Baker.

Within five to 10 minutes of the first call, the embassy called 
the White House back and said the report could not be confirmed, 
Gergen added.

King Abdullah of Jordan, had been slain 
in 1951 for daring to seek peace with Israel? Sadat wandering in 
silence through the darkened halls of Tad Vasherr, Israel's monument 
to the six million Nazi Holocaust victims. 

Sadat at dinner with Prime Minister Menachem Begin and other top 

officials, quickly running out of small talk and sc turning to the 
ore subject both sides had in common - friends and relatives each 

had lost in war. 

Sadat riding through the streets of Jerusalem among thousands of 
waving Israelis. Sadat puffing sagely on his pipe as member after 
member of the Knesset told him how he or she believed peace should 
be sought. 

Sadat seated next to Pegin at their news conference in a ^ 
Jerusalem theater, pledging to Israelis that there would be ''no 

more war. 

Perhaps the most poignanat moment was his encounter with Mrs. 
Meir, prime minister of Israel when the two countries clashed in 

the 1973 Mid east war. 

She talked about how she had always believed in peace. She spoke 

in simple terms about Sadat's courage. She chided him playfully for 

having once scorned her as ''the old lady." She gave him a gift 

for his newborn granddaughter, "as a grardmotfcer to a 

grandfather, and Sadat's rich, chesty laughter filled the room. 

It was the seemingly minor details — the laugh, the pipe, the 
odd turn cf English phrase - that endeared him to Israelis. lut it 

was also his aogged pursuit of peace that won the Israelis' 

admiration. 

After three visits to Israel and countless TV interviews, Sadat 
was as close as an outsider can be to acceptance into this 

country's closely knit society. 

Lut it was that moment on the airplane staircase on a Saturday 

night that remains the most indelible image. Amos Kenan, a 
columnist in the th-e newspaper Y-edieth Abroa<vth f summed it up in a 

love Sadat. 

' Nothing can detract from that breathstopping moment of drama 

when the door of the plane opened at len-Gurion Airport, ard that 
man came down to us,' he wrote.

Rosser was among a group of military attaches on a reviewing 
stand a few yards behind Sadat. They were all watching a military 
parade Tuesday when the assassins struck with automatic weapons 
fire and grenades. Besides Sadat, Egyptian officials said 

six other Egyptians were killed and at least 28 were wounded. 

There have been conflicting accounts of how many men were 

involved in the assassination. Egyptian Defense Minister Abdel 
Halim Abu Ghazala told reporters Wednesday that there were four 
assassins. He dia not specify how many had been killed and how many

A military source told The Associated Press that there were six 
attackers, one of whom was Willed. The semi-official newspaper 

al-Ahram reported police and troops killed one of the assassins and 
arreste-d four otbprs - but paoers pubdi-shed pictures of t-he

a member of the Royal Engineer Regiment, said the attack 

was carried out by seven or eight men commanded by two officers who 
were both believed killed in the operation. One of the officers was 

believed to be a major and the other a lieutenant, Rosser said. 

"The fillers were the six-man crew of a Soviet-made 130mm armor 
piercing gun, plus their driver and possibly another man sitting 
beside him," he said. 

The military parade, marking the anniversary of Egypt's 1973 war 
with Israel, included 72 of these guns, each towed by a six-wheeled 

Zil-151 Soviet truck carrying the six crew members, driver and 
co-driver, he said. 

The guns rolled slowly past Sadat four abreast in two groups of 
36. The killers were on the side nearest Sadat in the next to the 

last row of the second group. 

As that truck came level with the president, the driver 
abruptly cane to a halt," Rosser said. "We all assumed it was a 
breakdown, such as often happens with these heavy Russian vehicles. 

Apparently the driver of the truck immediately behind thought so 
too, because he skirted around the halted truck and simply drove on 

with the rest of the parade. 

Eut then the entire crew of the stopped truck, carrying 
Soviet-built Kalashnikov submachine guns leaped out and raced 
toward the reviewing stand about 20 yards away, he said. 

"When the leader was about 10 yards from Sadat, he hurled a 
yellow package at the platform. The package may have contained a 
^'grenade or some other explosive device. It fell short and exploded, 
sending up a thick cloud of smoke. 

An American defense attache who was seated some 20 yards from 

Sadat said the attackers lobbed concussion grenades that, he said, 
were apparently employed to minimize casualties. 

If they had tossed fragmentation grenades, the death court 
would have been ten times greater before they started shooting, 

The attache declined to be identified. 

Ar American diplomat, who also attended the parade said, "'flier- I 
saw the first grenade in mid-air, everything in my mind went into 
slow motion. It (the grenade) hung up there, tumbling at us, ana I 
thought this was it for me." 

Rosser said: "At that point, the men opened fire on the 
reviewing stand at pointblank range. Two of them fired their 
submachine guns directly at Sadat. The crowd up to that moment 
seemed to believe it was seme kind of stunt or military 
demonstration. It quickly became apparent that the shooting was for 
real and everyone who could threw himself to the ground. 

"Sadat was sitting down and I could not see him actually get 
hit, but he must have been struck almost immediately. With his 
bright green presidential sash, he made an incredibly easy target. 
It was surprising that more people weren't killed in those 
circumstances. 

Rosser said he saw no organized or concerted counter fire, 
tbougb sore sporadic shooting could be beard, apparently directed 
at the attackers. 

The shooting stopped after about three minutes. There was 
pandemonium all around and we could not clearly see what made the 
attackers stop shooting or what happened to them." 

Rosser said he did not see Sadat being taken away by helicopter 

with what proved to be fatal injuries to the chest. Fe said he was 
puzzled by the failure of the other men in the parade to react 
against the attackers, and speculated that the killers may have 
been the only men in the parade with ammunition in their weapons. 

Unscathed on the reviewing stand not far from Sadat was the 
commander of Egyptian army artillery, Gen. Moneim Shaash, who 

matched In visible and helpless horror as his own men jumped off 
their truck and opened fire on Sadat, Rosser said. 

We knew Shaash well and we think it inconceivable that he was 

involved in the plot,'' he added.

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Initial reaction from most Soviet bloc countries contained no 
expression of regret. Romanian President Nicolae Ceausescu, whose 
country has taken an independent stance on foreign policy 
denounced the death of his 

The United States announced its rapid deployment force and 
warships in the Mediterranean and Middle East have been placed on 
alert. 
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Israeli Prime Minister Menachem Begin said he hoped the 
Israeli-Egyptian peace initiated by Sadat's historic visit to 
Jerusalem in 1977 would continue* "as President Sadat would have 
wanted with all his heart. 

BHl have lest not only a partner in the peace process, but a 
friend," Begin said, 

I At the United Nations, Israeli Ambassador Yehuda Z. Blum said 
he was encouraged by the pledge from Sadat's political heir, Vice 

President Eosni Mubarak, to honor the U*S.-sponsored peace treaty 
with Israel. 

President Reagan called Sadat's assassination "cowardly 
infamy" and said: "America has lost a close friend, the world has 

lost a great statesman and mankind has lost a champion of peace. 

Eormer President Jimmy Carter, who presided over the March 1979 
signing of the Camp David accords, said: "I don't know of anyone 

who has contributed more toward peace on earth in my lifetime, and 
perhaps this century* than has Anwar Sadat 

Eormer Secretary of State Henry Kissinger predicted "a very 

difficult period" in the Middle East. British authorities agreed. 
"The world is a more dangerous place without him,'' a Eoreign 
Office spokesman in London said. 

Soviet television, reported Sadat's assassination without 
comment. But Moscow Radio's international service quoted 
unidentified analysts as saying the shooting was a result of 
Egyptian discontent with Sadat y s policies, "especially the peace 
treaty with the Israeli aggressor and military cooperation with the 
United States." 

Czechoslovakia's official radio took a similar line. 

Cuba, Moscow's Caribbean ally, condemned Sadat as a traitor to 
the "Arabian people and the Palestinian Liberation Organization. 
: Favara Radio accused Sadat of aggression against such radical Arab 
states as Libya, which engaged in a border war with Egypt in 1977, 

In the Libyan capital, Tripoli, crowds sang in the streets and 
waved flags and pictures of Libyan leader Moammar Khadafy, Sadat's 
loudest Arab foe. 

U.S. Secretary of State Alexander Haig said the Libyan 
government may have known cf the assassination plot although there 

was no clear evidence of fore involvement. He said Radio Tripoli 

broadcast a "very intense and very voluminous" propaganda barrage 
within minutes of the attack urging- the Egyptians to revolt. 

Khadafy congratulated the assassins. 

Initial newspaper reports cf Sadat's death in the West 
^questioned the future of the peace agreement with Israel. 

At the carter of concern was whether Sadat's replacement would 

continue the oeace process or back off, choosing to strengthen Arab 

unity. Most papers predicted the latter course. 

The Financial Times of London declared that the credibility of 
the Camp David framework was row "more than ever in doubt." Le 

Eigaro of Paris predicted "immense risks for peace in the world. 

South African Prime Minister P.W. Botha warred publicly that 
Sadat's death could upset "the delicate and fragile balance of 
power" in the Middle East. 

The Irish Times, Ireland's most respected daily, called for 
cool brains and steady nerves" by Western leaders to prevent an 
uncontrollable" crisis. 

The Algerian government was silent, but the newspaper El 
Moudjahid said "the probability is strong that we will see the 
Camp David accords definitively buried and Egypt joining the rest 
of the Arab countries committed to a just and global peace in the

In Moslem West Beirut, Palestinian and Lebanese Moslem 
militiamen fired shots in the air and exploded sticks of dynamite 
to celebrate the assassination. A spokesman for the Palestine 
liberation Organization offered to "shake the hand of him who 
pulled the trigger. 

Syrians danced in the streets of Damascus, chanting, "The 

traitor is dead." PLO leader Yasser Arafat told a rally in the 
Syrian capital the assassination "proved that the Palestinian 

cause lives in the soul of this people who could not forgive the 

one who gave up Jerusalem. 

Moderate Arab governments were restrained and voiced concern 
about Middle East stability. 

I am a Moslem. He is a Moslem ," Tunisian Foreign Minister 
Beji Caid Essebi said at United Nations headquarters in New York, 
"Even if we do not have the same appreciation of the problem, we 
pray for him, 

Morocco's U.N. Ambassador Mehdi Mrani Zentar said: "We must 
find a way of stopping it (terrorism). 

The Sudanese government, Sadat's only major Arab ally, ordered 
40 days of mourning. 

In Melbourne, Australia, the 42 heads of government attending 
the Commonwealth conference stood in silent tribute to Sadat. In a 
joint statement x they expressed "horror at such acts of outrage 
and called for "a determined effort on all sides to preserve peace 

and resolve problems in the Middle East. 

Prime Minister Malcolm Eraser of Australia said the 
assassination was a "serious blow to the continuance of Middle 
East peace prospects," Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher cf Britain 
said Sadat "made an unsurpassed contribution to world peace." She 
described Mubarak as "very able and experienced. 

- The U.N. General Assembly paid homage to Sadat by standing in 
silence for one minute.

It was only the fourth time in the past 20 years that America 

has held a memorial service at the cathedral for a fallen foreign 

leader. And three of those four died by violence. 

British lord Lewis Mountbatten, the victim of an Irish 

Republican Army bomb, was eulogized in 197S and former Italian 

Premier Aldo Moro, kidnapped and killed by terrorists, was honored 

in 1978. Indian Prime Minister Jawaharlal Nehru was similarly 
honored in 1964. 

Both the House and the Senate recessed for the short ceremony in 
honor of the man who, at the urging of former President Jimmy 

Carter, became the first and only Arab leader to extend the hand of 
friendship to arch-rival Israel. 

Numerous diplomats from around the world and several cabinet 
officers also attended the short service. 


Reagan and Bush both extended personal condolences to Egyptian 
Ambassador Ashraf Ghorbal as they entered the cathedral. 

The service mingled Christian, Jewish and Moslem religions as 
representatives of each faith paid tribute and prayed for Sadat, 
Killed Tuesday while reviewing his troops. 

The Right Rev. John T. Walker, the Episcopal bishop of 

Washington, eulogized Sadat as a man of ueace who "took that first 
and giant ^s tep across ancient barriers.'"' Sadat's death, he said, 
was the ''tragic loss of a great prophet. 

President Sadat helped us to see that emnity is something we 

allow to grow inside ourselves," he said. "It is time to erd the 
prejudices, the fears, the suspicions that for so long have 
ruled... " 

''Let sadness not overcome us, let depression not overtake us, 
for in the symbol he leaves behind we may find hope." 

Shaikh Fa thy Mady offered prayers from the Koran for the Sadat, 
a aevout Moslem, and Rev. Canon Charles A. Perry, provost of the 
cathedral, recited the words of Isaiah, "Then shall they beat 

their swords into plowshares and their spears into pruning hooks;" 
from Jesus, ''For those who live by the sword will perish by the 
sword,*" and from the prophet Muhammad, "But if the enemy incline 
toward peace, do thou incline toward peace and trust in God." 

Secretary of State Alexander M. Haig Jr., who also attended the 

ceremony, said earlier Wednesday that the United States would 

continue its efforts to forge a lasting peace in the troubled area.

apparent reflection of poor relations between Egypt and the Soviet

Only last month, Sadat expelled the Soviet ambassador and six 
other diplomats, two Soviet journalists and hundreds of Soviet 
technicians from Egypt. He expelled an estimated 17,000 Soviet 
technicians in 1972 and in 1976, Sadat declared null the friendship 
treaty between Egypt and the Soviet Union. 

Observers noted that the condolence message was not signed by 
Brezhnev, made no mention of any accomplishments by the Egyptian 
leader and said nothing about Soviet-Egyptian relations. 

Its wording was virtually identical to the message the Soviets 
sent China after Mao Tse-tung died in September 1976. At that time, 
however, the Soviets extended "deep condolences" despite their 
serious differences with the Chinese leader. 

On Sept. 1, Brezhnev and Soviet Premier Nikolai A. Tikhonov sent 
a personal message to Iranian leader Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini 
expressing "profound condolences" over the bombing deaths of 

Iran's president and prime minister in a "terrorist act."

WASHINGTON (AP) - President Reagan will not attend the funeral 

of slain Egyptian leader Anwar Sadat because of fear for his own 
safety, but will send a delegation including all three living 
former American presidents, a spokesman said Wednesday. 

Presidents Richard M. Nixon, Gerald R. lord and Jimmy Carter all 
agreed to go. They will be accompanied by Secretary of State 
Alexander M. Haig Jr., Defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger and 

former Secretary of State Eenry A. Kissinger. 

Acting or. the unanimous advice of U.S. security agencies, Reagan 

decided to remain home ''with great regret," communications 

director David Gergen said. Vice President George Bush also will 
stay in Washington because of the same security precautions 
applying to Reagan, Gergen said. 

Reagan later issued a proclamation ordering flags to be flown at 
half-staff at U.S. installations at home and abroad until Sadat's 

burial. ''America has lost a close friend. The world has lost a 
great statesman and mankind has lost a champion of peace,'' the 

president said. 


The flag flying over the White House also was lowered in a rare 
salute to a foreigner. In the past, the only non-Americans so 
honored upon their death were Eritish Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill in 1985 and United Nations Secretary General Dag 

Pammarskjcld in 1961, according to press aide Robin Gray. 

Reagan attended a memorial service for Sadat at the National 
Cathedral, where Bishop John T. Walker said, "The sadness of the 
moment covers all of us.'' 


Officials would not publicly discuss the grounds for wanting 
Reagan to stay at home, hut indicated they were troubled by the 
uncertain political situation in Egypt, where Sadat was gunned down 
by members of his own army Tuesday. 

A state funeral will be held in Cairo or Saturday. 

Gergen said that in weighing safety factors, U.S. security 
agencies had been in touch with the American embassy in Cairo. 

Asked why it is unsafe for Reagan to attend but acceptable for 

the three former presidents, deputy press secretary Larry Speakes 

said, ''One is the president of the United States. The others are 
former presidents." 

Technically, Haig will head the American delegation, which also 
includes U.N. Ambassador Jeare Kirkpatrick, a member of the Joint 

Chiefs of Staff, and former Middle East negotiator Sol Lirowitz. 

Also invited were Senate Republican Leader Howard Baker of 
Tennessee, Senate Democratic Leader Robert Byrd of Vest Virginia, 
Reuse Speaker Thomas P. O'Neill of Massachusetts, House Republican 
Leader lob Michel of Illinois and Sen. Charles Percy, R-Ill, 
chairman of the Foreign Relations Committee. 

The three former presidents all accepted Reagan's offer, which 

also extended to their wives, said Speakes. Gergen said Rosalynn 

Carter will accompany her husband. Neither Mrs. Nixon nor Mrs. Ford 
is going, the White House said. 

All three presidents, along with the rest of the delegation, 
probably will fly on the same plane, departing the United States 
late Thursday or early Friday, Speakes said. 

Reagan sent personal messages of condolence to Egyptian Vice 
President Kosni M,ubarak, Sadat's handpicked successor, and 
parliament speaker Sufi Abu Taleb, the interim president, Speakes 
said. 


In addition, he said cables were sent to several unnamed allies

NEW YORK (AP) - If Libya had been "taken care of," slain 

Egyptian President Anwar Sadat probably would be alive now, former 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger said today. 

I think it's without any question there is a radical wave in 
the Middle East whose forces are trained by Soviet intelligence 

personnel, whose material base is Libya, whose representatives are 
active all over the world," Kissinger said on AEC-TV's "Good 
Morning America'' program. - - 

Eut he did not accuse Libyan strongman Moammar Khadafy, whose 
state radio hailed the assassins, of plotting Sadat's murder. 

Kissinger said he was not recommending American military action 
against Libya, but added that the United Slates should work to 

create an environment in which we recognize that nations have 

right to defend themselves against this sort of pressure. 

Before Kissinger made his remarks. Col. Khadafy, who had waged a 
bitter campaign against Sadat, congratulated the men who killed the 

Egyptian president and called on Egypt's armed forces to take power 
and reverse Sadat's pro-western foreign policy, Libya's official 
JANA news agency reported. 

Radio Tripoli urged Egyptians to revolt and said they ''should 
march on the hospital'' to destroy Sadat's body. 

Although Kissinger did not charge there was any direct Libyan or 
Soviet involvement in the assassination, he did say, ''When 
everybody knows that Libya is behind" anti-government terrorists 

and ''you can get material and technical support, it doesn't matter 
who orders any one plot. 

In today's interview he noted that since 1975 King Eaisel of 
Saudi Arabia was assassinated, the Shah of Iran was driven out of 

power, and now Sadat has been slain. 

Our friends get killed or driven out of office and the 
radicals stay in. And if we don't come to grips with this problem - 
that it's too dangerous to be associated with the United States — 
that is the fundamental problem. 

''If Libya had been taken care of two years ago, last year, this 
year, Sadat would probably be alive today," Kissinger said. 

''If you cannot take care of a country of 2 million that is 
threatening all its neighbors ... cannot find a way to get such a 

rogue criminal under control, then we're living in a world in which 
all restraints have disappeared. 

Meanwhile, Harold Saunders, assistant secretary of state for 
Mideast affairs during the Carter administration, said there had 
been reports ''from time to time'' of Libyan plots against Sadat 
while Jimmy Carter was in office.

eventually a historic Israeli-Egyptian peace pact in the Carter 
administration. 

Meanwhile, Sadat has relied increasingly on the United States to 
modernize his armed forces, whose Russian-supplied arms and 
military equipment deteriorated when the Soviets cut off spare 
parts and supplies. 

This country concluded more than $3 billion in arms sales at 
favorable terms to Egypt by the end of 1980, and another $600 
million in just-ended fiscal 1981. 

Last April, the United States and Egypt agreed to explore 
development of a five-year plan for further modernization of 
E r .ypt's army, navy and air force which total about 440,000 men. 

While making strong efforts to bind Egypt to the United States 
as a friend and potential military ally, the United States has 
attempted to maintain its already-close ties with Israel, once 
Egypt's mortal enemy. 

One of the concerns expressed by some Pentagon officials in the 
wake of Sadat's assasination is what this turn of events may mean 
for the planned completion of Israel's withdrawal form the Sinai, 
which Israel seized in the 1967 war. 

Under the terms of the peace treaty, Israel is supposed to 
complete its withdrawal from the Sinai next April 25, with Egypt 
assuming full control. 

That agreement called for an international peacekeeping force to 
which the United States has pledged to contribute a lightly armed 
battalion of about 800 infantrymen, civilian observers, logistics 
and support personnel. 

U.S. analysts are watching to see whether Israel may try to mark 
lime on the final withdrawal from the Sinai until it can determine 
the shape and direction of Eayptian policy in the post-Sadat area. 

If the Israelis do stall, this could create new frictions which 
could find the United States caught between its old friend Israel 
and its newer friend, Egypt.

CBS was the first network to issue a source report on Sadat's 
death at 10:27 a.m. EST. But CBS, as well as the other two 

networks, spent the next five hours painstakingly pointing out the 
absence of official government confirmation. 

ABC was the first to carry its own film of the incident, at 2:45

gunshot wounds for hours while confusion compounded hy rumor 
haste, official secrecy and international protocol swept the globe. 

The first word of an assassination attempt came from the 
I igcvernmer t-controlled radio in Cairo shortly after 7 a.m. EDT. An 
announcer said a military parade had been halted by gunfire but 
that the Egyptian president, in the reviewing stand, was unharmed. 

That was followed minutes later by accounts from journalists on the 
scene who said Sadat had indeed been hit, and rushed to a hospital. 

As those closest to the wounded president closeted themselves 
cut of reach of frantic reporters, the focus shifted to Washington 
where sources were plentiful but reliable information scarce. 

Early indications were reassuring. 

At the State Department, an official who ashed not to be named 
but who had access to internal communications channels, said Sadat 

was undergoing surgery but that none of his vital organs had been 
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House Democratic leader Jim Wright said Egypt's ambassador to 
the United States, Ashraf Ghorbal, had assured him that Sadat's 

wounds were "not critical.'' And shortly afterward, House Foreign 

Affairs Chairman Clement J. Zablocki, D-Wis,, said Sadat had called 
the U.S. ambassador in Cairo, Alfred Atherton, and said that, in 
Zablocki's words, "He was all right, thanks to the Lord. 

Zablocki, who said he was getting his information from the State

(Confidence that he (Sadat) would survive and be all right. 

Three hours after the shooting, CBS quoted unnamed sources in 
Cairo as saying the Egyptian president had died of his wounds. That 

report was followed within minutes by similar reports from the 
other two major networks, ABC and NEC. 

All three networks cautioned viewers that the reports could not 
be confirmed.

Thousands of Egypt's finest soldiers and its best tanks and 
armor this Tuesday, Oct. 6, 1981, had flowed past the reviewing

At one point, paratroopers marched up to a few yards in front of 
the reviewing stand to salute the 62-year-old 

Then about 1:06 p.m. (7:05 a.m., EIT), six Egyptian air force 
jet fighters thundered over the reviewing stand, trailing red 

blue, white and yellow smo.se. Dost of us in the grandstands behind 
Sadat were watching the jets. 

Then we heard the "pop, pop, pop 
Lowering my eyes, I saw two young

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Then I saw the young men leap from the moving vehicle and charge 
the president. They were dressed in olive-drab fatigues and fired 
their weauons from their shoulders as they raced about 20 yards 
from the uarade roadway to the three-foot-high reviewing stand.

platform, said later he saw six assassins in all and heard them 
shout: "Glory to Egypt!

Others at the scene said the attackers threw hand grenades. I 
heard two muffled explosions, but it was difficult to hear anything 
distinctly.

From my vantage point about 100 yards behind and to the left of 
President Sadat, I saw military police wearing red berets rushing 
toward the assassins and toward those in the reviewing stand - 
generals, Moslem and Christian clergymen and diplomats, all sitting 
around the president. 

The wounded diplomats aid soldiers were scattered among the 
overturned chairs on the platform. Sadat apparently was the first 
to be rushed to the hospital. 

After becoming aware of the tragedy, the crowd of military men 
and government officials around me stampeded, screaming and falling 
over each other. I saw a frantic father trying to pull his 
terrified son from under an overturned chair. 

The area in front of the grandstand was jammed with soldiers and 
police. A tall, hatless general stood on the reviewing stand 

waving wildly. 

TimMing my way toward the reviewing stand, I saw knots of 

clergymen, diplomats and military men were being lffted from the 

Ambulances with sirens wailing 
pushed through the crowds to get to the wounded. 

Shooting broke out among one of the groups of police, and a

NEW YORK (AP) - Anwar Sadat, who led Egypt in war against Israel 
then surprised the world hy extending the olive branch to his foe, 

was mourned hy Jewish leaders in the United States on Tuesday as 
''a man of courage and of peace.'' 

Some Jewish leaders said they feared the Egyptian president's 
death could undercut peace in the Middle East. Sadat's willingness 
to meet with Israel, despite opposition from other Arab leaders, 
led to the Camp lavid peace accords. 







Many Jewish leaders also said the assassination reflected the 
violatility of the Mideast - a point they have made repeatedly in 
opposing the sale of U.S. AWACS intelligence planes to Saudi Arabia. 

"Anwar Sadat was a man of peace who pursued it courageously. 

Now he is dead, cut down by terrorists whose very act underscores 
the destructiveness of hate and fragility cf peace," said Maxwell 
E. Greenburg, chairman of the Anti-Defamation League of E'nai 
R'rith. 

Henry Seigman, executive director of the American Jewish 

Congress, called Sadat "a courageous leader and world statesman 
whose efforts for peace ... deserve the gratitude of people and 

nations everywhere. 

"We trust that our government will fully absorb the 
implications of this outrageous attack, the latest evidence of the 
tragic Instability endemic te this uart of the world," Seigman 



said. 

However, the Jewish Defense League, which opposes the Camp David 
accords as dangerous for Israel, was unmoved by the assassination. 
National chairman, Meir Jolovitz, said Sadat, ''was not the friend 
of Israel everybody assumed."

Sadat led the Arabs in what he described as a ''glorious Arab 

victory'' in the 1973 Middle East War. 

Then, at the risk of condemnation by other Arab leaders, he 

became a peacemaker in 1977, by saying he would go to the ends of 
the earth, ''even to the Israeli Knesset (Parliament)" to discuss 






peace if it would save even one Egyptian soldier. 

Within two weeks, Sadat was in Israel, beginning the process 

that led to the 1978 U.S.-mediated Camp David accords that 
established peace between the two nations. 

For his efforts, Sadat shared the Nobel Peace Prize with Begin. 
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"The deplorable assassination attempt underscores how fragile 
is the treaty between Israel and Egypt, for now the whole world is 
wondering whether Egypt will continue in the path of peace and 
reconcilation begun so heroically by President Sadat nearly four 
years ago," said Rabbi William Berkowitz, president of the Jewish 
National Eund. 

Maynard I. Wishner, president of the American Jewish Committee, 

said that group joins the world in praying for "the speedy 
recovery of President Sadat, his vice president and all others 
injured in this plot to destabilize the Middle East. 

"We also fervently hope that this event will not be permitted 

to slow the move toward peace with which Anwar Sadat will always be

"I am profoundly shocked at the despicable attack on your 

life," it read. "Jews across America and around the world will be 
joining in prayers during Yom Kippur services this week for your 
full and speedy recovery and your early return to office." 

Meanwhile, one Arab spokesman expressed the hope that Sadat 




would live, but not return to office. 

"We are shocked by the news from Cairo. Of course, we hope that 
President Sadat will survive just as we hope that this will be the 
end of his oppressive regime, said M.P. hehdi, president of the 
American Arab Relations Committee. 

"Whatever happens today as a result of the shooting, we predict 
that the transition of power will be peaceful and that there will 
be no civil strife in Egypt. The policy of the new regime will be 
lukewarm towards America and away from Camp David," he said.

While Sadat was waging war and questing for peace, he turned his 
country's economy from Nasser's socialism to an open-door policy in 
search of Western money and products. 

In 1974, European and U.S. companies were invited to do business 
in Egypt under Sadat's new policy of economic liberalization 
including Coca-Cola and the lord Motor Co., which both had thriving 

operations in Israel. 

Eut Egypt was still desperately poor, with a per-capita income 
of only 4,250 a year at a time when the average in the United States 
was $6,000. One-fourth of Egypt's 38 million people were 
concentrated in the teeming capital of Cairo, with the rest 
scattered across narrow strips of fertile land along the Nile River. 

When the government tried to roll back subsidies on basic 
commodities in January, 1977, bloody food riots broke out, leaving 
more than 800 people dead or injured. Subsidies which heavily 

i Iburdered the deficit-ridden economy were restored but the 
government quickly made plans to eliminate them. 

Sadat held a rumber of jobs under Nasser, including 

secretary-general of the Islamic Congress, editor of the government 
daily A1 Gomhouria and president of the National Assembly, the 
Egyptian parliament. 

As National Assembly president, he traveled to the Soviet Union 
and debated Arab socialism with Nikita S, Khrushchev, then the 

Soviet leader. In 1966, he went to the .United states, visted 

Congress, met President Lyndon B, Johnson and tou-red Disneyla:4. 

Sadat was not as visible as some other free officers around 

Nasser who eventually f*ll by the wayside. Rut he endured and above 

'all, he was loyal. Finally, less than 10 months before he died, 
Nasser named him vice president. 

Sadat's own roots were along the Nile. He was born Dec. 23 
1918, in Mit Abu Al-Kom, a poor delta village so remote the nearest 
bus route was a mile away. His father was a civilian clerk in the 
army; his mother was Sudanese. 

Eis family later moved to Cairo and Sadat entered the military 
academy after it started admitting lower-class youths, graduating

Sadat sent the Russian military advisers home in July 1972 
because he said the Soviet Union, despite his four visits to 
Moscow, would not provide the equipment needed to wage a war 

against Israel. Expecting his dramatic initiative to budge 
Washington, Sadat was disappointed when the stalemate continued. 

At home, a serious wave of internal dissent hit campuses, the 

Moslem and Christian communities and the army, but Sadat rode it 
out. 

In what became a characteristic of his regime, Sadat scrambled 
to get through periods of a few months each while hoping something 
would happen in order to break the deadlock. He manipulated 
internal divisions, pitting leftists and rightists against each 
-other. 

But students struck a chord when they demonstrated on the theme, 
Make peace, make war — but do something." 

As 1973 drew to a close, Sadat appeared to be urging restraint 
counseling Egyptians to be patient and silent, telling them the 
country needed more time to prepare. He fooled Israel, the West and 
most Arabs. 

In fact, he said, he decided in April there was no alternative 
to war. During a secret visit to Damascus in August, he and Syrian

Sadat also worked that summer to shore up the Arab alliance in 

preparation for the battle, abandoning a union with Libya in favor 
lof solidifying ties with Saudi Arabia. He urged the Saudis to use 
their vast oil wealth to pressure the United States when 
W hostilities came. 

When war erupted Sadat achieved his objective: elevating the 
Mideast problem to top international priority and engaging the 

United States in a more active role to solve the conflict than it 
had ever played before.

When Anwar Sadat took 
over as president of Egypt in 
1970, he was an unknown 
politician stepping into the 
shoes of Gamal Abdel Nasser, 
one of the Arab world’s most 
famous and most popular lead¬ 
ers. 

By 1977, however, the name 
Anwar Sadat—along with 
that of Menachem Begin of 
Israel—was known through¬ 
out the world. In November of 
that year, Sadat shattered 
Arab precedent by making a 
peace trip to Israel. 

For that groundbreaking ef¬ 
fort and a visit to Egypt by Be¬ 
gin, Israel’s prime minister, 
the Nobel Peace Prize for 197 
was awarded to both leaders. 

The exchange of visits set in 
motion a chain of events that 
led to the "framework-for- 
peace” agreements reached in 
negotiations with President 
Carter at Camp David in the 
Maryland mountains in Sep¬ 
tember 1978. 


Camp David ended on a high 
note of optimism—but a peace 
agreement between Egypt and 
Israel, expected in three 
months time, remained elu¬ 
sive. There was no easy resolu¬ 
tion of the issues of a homeland 
for the Palestinians and Israeli 
withdrawal from captured 
Arab lands. 

Sadat’s presidency was 
marked by other milestones as 
well, however: 

-He led the Arabs to what he 
called a "glorious... victory” 
over Israel in the 1973 Middle 


East war. 

-He expelled Russian advis¬ 
ers and started turning Egypt’s 
orientation from the Soviet 
Union to the United States. He 
moved his country’s economy 
from the socialism of Nasser to 
an ever-widening, opendoor 
policy in search of Western 
money and products. 

-Following the 1975 Sinai 
disengagement agreement be¬ 
tween Egypt and Israel, Sadat 
reopend the Suez Canal to in¬ 
ternational shipping. 

Sadat, the third president of 
Egypt, was born on Christmas 
Day in 1918 in the Nile Delta 
village of Mit Abu Al-Kom. 

The family eventually 
moved to Cairo and Sadat, 
whose father was a civilian 
clerk in the army, entered the 
military academy, graduating 

in 1938. Nasser was among his 
classmates. 

During World War II, Sadat 
was arrested by British intelli¬ 
gence for helping two German 
spies in Cairo. In 1944, after 
two years in prison, Sadat es¬ 
caped and took refuge in 
Cairo’s mosques until the war 
was over. 

He urged political terrorism 
against the British and was ar¬ 
rested and jailed twice for in¬ 
volvement in assassinations 
plots against royalist politi¬ 
cians. Both times he was ac¬ 
quitted. 

Sadat was finally released 
from jail in 1948, drove a truck 
for a while and worked as a 
journalist. His commission in 
the army was restored and 
Sadat joined Nasser and others 
in planning the revolution in 
July, 1952, that overthrew 
King Farouk. 

Under Nasser, Sadat held a 
number of jobs. He was presi¬ 
dent of the National Assembly 


and, in that role, traveled to 
the Soviet Union and debated 
Arab socialism with Nikita S. 
Khrushchev, then the Soviet 
leader. He also visited the 
United States. 

In 1964, Sadat became one of 
four vice presidents of Egypt. 
Within five years-five years 
which included Egypt’s defeat 
in the 1967 Mideast war— 
Sadat was the only one of the 
four still in office. 

When Nasser died of a heart 
attack and Sadat took over, he 
was viewed as a stand-in until 
a real leader emerged. Within 
three years, however, Sadat 
had consolidated his power, 
crushing at least one internal 
plot against him and expelling 
the Russians. 

He polished his image at 
home and abroad. His pictures 
replaced those of Nasser 
throughout Egypt. Sadat 
leaned to British-tailored suits 
and smoking jackets. Some 
said he was influenced by his 
half-English, second wife, Ge- 
han, by whom he had four 
children—three girls and a 
boy. (Under Islamic law, Sadat 
still is legally married to his 
first wife, by whom he had 
three daughters.) 

After the 1973 Mideast war, 
when Sadat sent his troops 
storming across the Suez 
Canal in an operation that 
caught the Israelis by surprise, 
Egyptians hailed their presi¬ 
dent as a hero. 

With the cease-fire, Sadat 
turned a cold shoulder to his 
Soviet allies and gambled that 
U.S. Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger would be able to 

wring concessions from Israel. 
The gamble paid off with the 
1975 Sinai disengagement 
agreement. 

In August, 1976, Sadat won 


his Parliament’s unanimous 
nomination for another six- 
year term in the presidency. 
His country remained plagued 
with a desperately poor econ¬ 
omy. In a nation of 38 million 
people, one-fourth of whom are 
concentrated in the teeming 
capital city of Cairo, the per 
capita income is only several 
hundred dollars a year—less 
than one-tenth of what it was 
in the United States. 

A government attempt to 
roll back subsidies on basic 
commodities culminated in 
food riots in January, 1977. 
More than 800 persons were 
killed or wounded. The sub¬ 
sidies were restored, although 
the government continued to 
try to find ways to eliminate 
them. 

Sadat was the first Egyptian 
head of state to visit the United 
States.

President Anwar Sadat was 
the first Egyptian head of State 
ever to visit the United States. 

When he arrived in the United 
States in October 1975, he tried to 
please all sides during his 10 day 
tour. He came talking peace — 
yet warned of a new war in the 
Middle East. 

One Sadat theme—moderate 
in tone—was directed at the 
United States where Egypt 
hoped to forge close ties and to 
obtain huge amounts of Ameri¬ 
can economic aid and access to 
U.S. weapons. 

The other—a hard-line stand 
—was designed to placate his 
critics in the Mideast who 
charged that he sold out Arab in¬ 
terests by negotiating a second 
Sinai agreement with Israel. 

U.S. Visit 

As Sadat traveled in late Octo¬ 
ber and early November from 
Washington to New York, Chica¬ 
go, Houston, Jacksonville, Fla., 
and back to Washington to 
address Congress, it appeared at 
times that there were two Pres¬ 
idents in the United States. For 
instance: 

In discussions with President 
Gerald R. Ford and elsewhere. 
Sadat emphasized Egypt's deter¬ 
mination to resolve the Mideast 
tensions peacefully. 

“I am ready to conclude a 
peace agreement with Israel," 
he told newsmen in Washington 
on Oct. 27. 

Two days later in New York, 
he cautioned the U.N. General 
Assembly that Israel must return 
occupied Arab territory or Egypt 
and its allies would have ‘ no al¬ 
ternative” but to regain their 
lands through military action. 

Sadat also recommended in 
Washington that a Geneva con¬ 
ference on the Mideast should be 
reconvened after Israel and Syria 
—with the U.S. acting as middle¬ 
man-agreed to a second-stage 
Israeli withdrawal from the Go¬ 
lan Heights. 

However, in New York he for¬ 
mally called upon the U.N. and 
Russia to begin ‘ 4 immediate con¬ 
sultations" with all parties con¬ 
cerned—he included the Pales¬ 
tine Liberation Organization—so 
that Geneva talks can be reo¬ 
pened “in the very near future." 


One expert, explaining Sadat’s 
reason for speaking in Washing¬ 
ton one way and another at the 
United Nations said: “He felt he 
had to take a calculated risk. In 
order to soothe his political oppo¬ 
nents in the Arab world, he had 
to put in jeopardy some of the 
public support he was counting 
on in this country.” 

The United States and Israel 
consistently refused to negotiate 
with the Palestine Liberation Or¬ 
ganization —at Geneva or any¬ 
where else—until the Pales¬ 
tinians recognize Israel’s 
existence as an independent 
Jewish state. Egypt, Syria and 
other Arab nations consistently 
demanded that the PLO be re¬ 
presented in any full-scale 
Mideast peace talks. 

Throughout his series of meet¬ 
ings with President Ford, Sadat 
repeatedly urged the United 
States to reverse its policy and to 
open a “dialogue” with the PLO. 

“If we are going to achieve a 
global solution for this problem,” 
Sadat told reporters, “It cannot 
be reached without the Pales¬ 
tinians.” 

Second only to Sadat’s efforts 
to persuade the United States to 
start talking with the PLO and to 
maintain the ‘‘momentum for 
peace” in the Mideast, was his 
low-key lobbying for U.S. sup¬ 
port. 

The Egyptian President was 
looking for what he called a 
“blood transfusion” to shore up 
Egypt's shaky economy and to 
give his country a strong indus¬ 
trial base. The White House re¬ 
sponded by sending to Congress 
on Oct. 30 a 4.7 billion dollar aid 
package that included $750 mil¬ 
lion in economic assistance for 
the Sadat government. 

President Ford also requested 
$2.2 billion for Israel. $253 mil¬ 
lion for Jordan. $90 million for 
Syria and $50 million for U.S. 
peace-keeping duties in the 
Sinai. 

The military commitment 
sought bv Sadat in Washington 
was even more formidable. His 
problem: to find a reliable source 
of modern arms—preferably the 
United States—to replace the 
flow of Russian weapons which 
was virtually cut off after the 
1973 Arab-Israeli war. 

Sadat denied he had come to 
the United States with a militarv 

v 

“shopping list.” Sources report¬ 
ed, however, that Egypt hoped to 
buy as much as $5 billion worth 
of American arms over the next 
10 years. 


American officials had said 
privately there was a good 
chance President Ford would 
agree “in principle" to Egypt’s 
purchase of American-made 
weapons, but doubted that the 
White House would submit a 
request to Congress before the 
1976 presidential elections. One 
Capitol Hill authority said “It is 
highly unlikely,” that Egypt will 
get anything for a very long time. 

Nevertheless, the Egyptian 
President did not return home 
empty handed. The United States 
agreed to sell Egypt, on easy 
credit, more than 98 million dol¬ 
lars worth of wheat, flour and to¬ 
bacco under the Food for Peace 
Program. Health, taxation and 
cultural agreements also were 
signed. 

Even though Sadat officially 
was snubbed by New York Gov¬ 
ernor Hugh Carey and by Mayor 
Abraham Beame of New York 
City because of his nation’s anti- 
Zionist stance, he regarded his 
U.S. tour as a resounding suc¬ 
cess. 

He believed he had not only 
convinced many Americans that 
he sought not war but negotiated 
peace with Israel, but also that 
he had eased suspicion of a sell¬ 
out held by his tough-line critics 
in the Middle East. 

Succeeds Nasser 

Mohammed Anwar el-Sadat 
rose to official heights in his 
homeland after serving terms in 
British colonial prisons as a ter¬ 
rorist. 

On Sept. 28, 1970 Egyptians 
were thrust into a frenzy of grief 
by the death of Gamal Abdel 
Nasser, Egypt’s leader for al¬ 
most two decades and the most 
powerful figure in the Arab world 
in generations. 

Yet with an impressive show of 
political stability, the reins of 
government passed smoothly to 
Sadat, who was sworn into office 
on Oct. 17, 1970 for a six-year 
term as President of the United 
Arab Republic (Egypt’s official 
name since 1958). Since changed 
by Sadat to the Arab Republic of 
Egypt. 

Sadat, a close personal friend 
and loyal supporter of Nasser, 
was one of the original group of 
Egyptian army officers who be¬ 
gan plotting with Nasser in the 
late 1930’s for the overthrow of 
the feudal monarchy that finally 
took place in 1952. 

Sadat’s role in Nasser’s Egypt 
was primarily that of a publicist 
for the regime, and he served as 


editor of the semi-official news¬ 
paper A1 Gomhuriya for a time, 
and as Nasser’s representative 
on visits to many nations. He also 
held posts in the government and 
was vice-president when Nasser 
died. 

When Sadat was elected to the 
presidency, many observers pro¬ 
phesied that he would exert little 
real power, but within a year he 
had aborted a coup, purged the 
government of his rivals, and 
emerged as a strong and popular 
leader. 

Sadat was born Dec. 25,1918 in 
Mit Abu el-Kon, a small village 
of mud huts and dusty alleys sur¬ 
rounded by cottonfields and 
orange groves in the Nile Delta 
between Cairo and Alexandria. 
His mother was Sudanese, which 
accounted for his dark skin. 

When he was 6 his parents 
moved to Cairo where his father 
became a clerk in a military hos¬ 
pital. 

The Sadats were poor but de¬ 
vout Moslems, and they saw to it 
that Anwar attended a local reli¬ 
gious primary school, where he 
studied the Koran. He received 
his secondary education at a 
school in Cairo. 

Sadat entered the Military 
Academy in 1936, the same year 
as Gamal Abdel Nasser and sev¬ 
eral others who became leaders 
of the “Free Officers” group that 
toppled the Egyptian monarchy 
in 1952. 


Imprisoned as Terrorist 
During World War II, Sadat, 

regarding the British as Egypt's 
prime enemy, took part in an at¬ 
tempt to have Gen. Aziz el-Masri, 

continued 
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who had just been dismissed as 
chief of staff, flown out of the 
country with German help. The 
attempt failed. 

Later Sadat was approached 
by two German intelligence 
agents who had established 
themselves undercover on a 
houseboat on the Nile. According 
to Sadat’s later account, the 
young agents shifted from work 
to women and whisky, and they 
were soon arrested by British in¬ 
telligence agents, to whom they 
promptly named Sadat as one of 
their contacts. 

He was arrested, ousted from 
the army and sent to prison 
where he spent two years, much 
of it in solitary confinement. Sa¬ 
dat escaped after he went on a 
hunger strike and was sent to the 
prison hospital. At liberty he 
worked as a menial laborer at 
odd jobs. 

After the war, Sadat became a 
member of a clandestine group 
that sought to expel the British 
from Egypt by violence. When 
Amin Osman, a former finance 
minister and collaborator with 
the British, was assassinated, Sa¬ 
dat was again arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of being a member of the 
plot. He was acquitted in 1948, 
after two-and-a-half years in 
prison. 

In 1952, on the eve of the Nas- 
serite revolution, Sadat was back 
in the army as a major and was 
serving in Gaza when Nasser, 
then a lieutenant colonel, sent 
him an urgent note asking him to 
return to Cairo immediately. 

When he arrived in the evening 
of July 22, there was no sign of 
Col. Nasser, and Sadat decided 
to take his family to the movies. 
As a result he almost missed the 
revolution. When he came home 
he found a note from Nasser, 
“Operation begins tonight.” He 
put on his uniform and drove to 
the rendezvous point. 

Sadat’s task, at Nasser’s 
orders, was to take over the Cairo 
radio station at dawn the follow¬ 
ing morning and to read the Free 
Officers’ proclamation announc¬ 
ing a coup. Officers around the 
country had been advised to lis¬ 
ten to the radio at 6 o’clock sharp 

and to start their action as soon 
as Sadat began to read. 

But 6 o’clock passed, and the 
day’s reading of the Koran be¬ 
gan. At Nasser’s headquarters 
tension mounted. The conspira¬ 
tors feared that Sadat had been 
arrested. Finally, half an hour 
late, his voice came on the air 


and the revolution was on its 
way. 

What had happened, the story 
goes, is that Sadat got to the 
studio just after the immam, a 
Moslem preacher had started 
reading. Sadat, a pious man, 
could not bring himself to inter¬ 
rupt, but patiently waited until 
the immam had finished. 

In March of 1968 Nasser had 
launched a “war of attrition” 
against Israel, vowing to con¬ 
tinue until his country regained 
its territory occupied by Israel in 
1967. During the summer of 1970, 
however, Nasser agreed to a 90- 
day cease-fire, beginning in Au¬ 
gust, and to negotiations with 
Israel through United Nations 
mediator Gunnar V. Jarring. 

A bitter foe of Israel, Sadat had 
reportedly been strongly opposed 
to the cease-fire, and some ob¬ 
servers doubted at the time he 
took over the government that he 
would continue Nasser’s policy 
of cautious receptivity to negoti¬ 
ations. Yet, once in office, Sadat 
agreed to a 90-day extension of 
the truce, beginning in No¬ 
vember and in late December. 

Israel agreed to rejoin the 
peace talks that it had boycotted 
since August in protest against 
the Egyptian buildup of missiles 
in the Suez Canal Zone. 

In an interview with James 
Reston for The New York Times 
(Dec. 28, 1970), Sadat stated that 
his nation’s primary demand for 
peace in the Middle East was 
that Israel give up “every inch” 
of territory she had captured 
from the U.A.R. in June 1967. If 
she did, said Sadat, Egypt wouid 
recognize the rights of Israel as 
an independent state and was 
prepared to negotiate Israel’s 
“rights of passage” through the 
Gulf of Aqaba and the Strait of 
Tiran. However, he stipulated 
that Israel’s “rights of passage” 
through the Suez Canal would de¬ 
pend on settlement of the “Pa¬ 
lestinian refugee problem,” as 
part of an overall Middle East 
peace treaty. 

Sadat agreed on one more ex¬ 
tension of the cease-fire, until 
March 8, 1971, but since then he 
had refused further extensions 
until progress had been made in 
peace negotiations with Israel. 
Despite the absence of a formal 
truce, hostilities between the two 
nations had not broken out as of 
late November 1971. 

In January 1971 Sadat dedicat¬ 
ed the Aswan Dam, Nasser’s 
largest domestic project, which 
had been under construction for 


10 years. Another of Nasser’s 
dream for Arab unity, moved 
closer to realization under Sa¬ 
dat’s aegis when a loose confed¬ 
eration of Arab states, called the 
Federation of Arab Republics, 
was agreed upon in September 
1971 by Egypt, Libya, and Syria. 
(Egypt and Syria merged to form 
the United Arab Republic in 
1958, but Syria withdrew from 
the union three years later.) 

The Yom Kippur War 

As President, Sadat became 
the butt of many jokes as he 
spoke repeatedly about the com¬ 
ing battle with Israel that never 
materialized. Everyone knew 
that the Egyptian army had been 
defeated by the Israeli army in 
the six days of 1967. 

Impatience grew at home. 
Hundreds of students demon¬ 
strated, protesting a war econ¬ 
omy without a war. But the 
world relaxed after Sadat ousted 
the 15,000 Soviet military ad¬ 
visers in July 1972. 

It was the 1973 war with its 
“glorious crossing” of the Suez 
Canal by Egyptian troops that 
made Sadat’s reputation. Until 
then he had been little more than 
the lackluster successor to the 
charismatic idol of the Arab 
masses—the late Gamal Abdel 
Nasser. 

Then came Oct. 6, 1973, when 
Egyptian forces crossed the Suez 
Canal for the first time in more 
than six years and smashed 
Israel’s Bar Lev line along the 
Canal. The attack began what 
became known as the Yom Kip¬ 
pur war. 

For the first time since 1967, 
Egyptians felt a sense of national 
pride and purpose, and their 

President, backed by an effec¬ 
tive army, spoke from a position 
of power rather than weakness. 

Sadat told a wildly applauding 
session of the People’s Assem¬ 
bly, in his first speech since the 
war began: 

“We have always felt the sym¬ 
pathy of the world, but we would 
prefer the respect of the world to 
sympathy without respect.” Sa¬ 
dat went on to say that: “I will 
not allow a return to the state of 
no war no peace” that prevailed 
before the October 1973 war 
against Israel. After 17-days of 
fierce fighting with heavy ca¬ 
sualties on both sides, a truce 
was declared. 

Sadat, who usually rode 
through the streets of Cairo in a 
heavily guarded and closed lim¬ 
ousine, rode in an open car, 


standing up to receive the cheers 
of his people. 

As President, “Sadat rules the 
country, he doesn’t run it,” said 
a diplomat who had met him 
frequently. “He doesn’t have an 
‘in' and ‘out’ basket and doesn’t 
often sit at a desk.” 

Sadat rarely went to Abdin 
Palace, in Central Cairo, where 
the Presidential staff is housed. 
He worked and lived in one of 
eight Presidential rest houses at 
his disposal between Aswan and 
the Mediterranean coast—most 
frequently in his house in Cairo 
on the left bank of the Nile, or in 
a large country villa at the Bar¬ 
rage, 15 miles north of the capital 
where the Nile Delta begins. 

His was a very verbal style of 
government. Ministers and other 
officials called on him, put their 
case to him and heard his deci¬ 
sion on either immediately or on 
a later visit. The constant stream 
of visitors included many for¬ 
eigners. 

Some of Sadat’s critics said his 
style of government isolated him 
from the reality of the country 
and that he was dependent on the 
views of the officials he saw 
regularly. 

Sadat and his second wife, Ji- 
han, lived in an elegant mansion 
in the Giza section of Cairo on 
the Nile. She was the daughter of 
an Egyptian and an English 
mother. They had a son and 
three daughters. 

Under Islamic law Sadat was 
still legally married to his first 
wife. He had three daughters by 
her. 

Fluent in English, German and 
Persian, Sadat was imposing in 
appearance—tall, lean, impec¬ 
cably dressed, with very dark 
hair, eyes, and skin, and a dark 
callus in the center of his fore¬ 
head from years of praying with 
head to the ground. 

He was an avid reader whose 
tastes ranged from classical 
Islamic literature to the novels of 
Lloyd Douglas and Zane Grey, 
and he expressed the desire to re¬ 
tire to his village eventually, 
where he could write and “lead 
his own life.” 

Besides “Revolt On the Nile” 
whose style one British critic de¬ 
scribed as “jaunty journalese,” 
Sadat authored an unpublished 
political novel entitled “The 
Prince of the Island. ” 

In memoirs published recent¬ 
ly, Sadat disclosed that he had 
two heart attacks and diplomats 
said doctors told him to avoid 
overwork. (Fox)
